tables. 

A little cooked meat chopped fine- 
ly a.ad put in the noon nia-h two or 
three tknes asgood. An occasional 
r.ccn meal of boiled wheat is desira- 
ble. About half an hour after each 
meal if they are given fresh, cool 
water it will help to fatten them 
very much, in fact the best of water 
-.should be before them all the time. 
It is said that a hen that is at large 
will drink twenty times a day and 
how much more need must a fowl 
that is being fattened have of con- 
stant access to water. 

After these chickens are more 
than twelve weeks old, it is useless 
to try to fatten them till they have 
about gotten their growth, when the 
same system can be followed. Light 
Crahmas make an excellent roast 
when they are seven and eight 
months old when the system of fat- 
tening has been followed with them. 

Pains should be taken to have 
some covering for the exposed sides 
-of the coops during storms, and 
when the ground is damp or wet 
there should be a floor under the 
coop.— Rural World,

Dr. W. F. Roth says the origin 
of roup is usually found in unin- 
telligent care, tilth, cold drafts 
and dampness, a low standard of 
vitality, and often by infection. 
Be careful then, that all birds 
bought are healthy. 

Farm Journal says feather 
pulling may be checked by dis- 
solving powdered aloes in water 
and washing the feathers of the 
birds that have been plucked. 
This renders the feathers dis- 
tasteful to the culprits that do 
the plucking. Bran moistened 
with vinegar is said to cure the 
habit la Mtt that have contrac- 
ted it as a result of indigestion. 

A correspondent in Practical 
Poultryman says he cures gapes 
bv placing a pint basin on the 
stove with a little sour milk in 
and after the curd had separated, 
he lets it sour a day or so and 
o his chickens. Always 
have plenty of water by chickens 
so thev will not drink too much.

A MINE OF CRYSTALS. 

jUying Man Tells a V«luable Secret to • 
Milwaukeean. 
'^^SjBgi balls turned from quartz crys- 
tali*BtVe obtained a considerable 

amount of popularity, chiefly for dec- 
6rative purposes*, a new mining field 
has been opened up for those who 
have sufficient confidence in the per- 
manence of the present fancy. Thus 
far.^s the New York Tribune, tht 
larg^- nnd finest balls have come 
from Japan, one notable specimen 
being now in the possession of Miss 
Helen Gould. It is about 7$ inches in 
diameter, and, together with its- gold 
and silver mountings, is said to have 
cost Miss Gould. $15,000. But within 
the last year several tons of valuable 
crystals have been produced in this 
country, and it is hoped that from 
. some of these masses', or from others 
still waiting to be excavated in the 
same neighborhood, balls may be 
turned which will equal the foreign 
ones in size and beauty. This im- 
mense deposit of quartz crystals is be- 
ing worked by a Mil waukee mining ex- 
pert, John E. Burton, and the story 
of how he came to undertake the proj- 
ect reads' somewhat like the Capt. 
Kidd tales of caves? of buried treasure. 

"Several years ago," said Mr. Bur- 
ton, who has just spent a couple of 
weeks in this city, "a friend of 
mine, a mineralogist, who was- very ill 
and believed he could not recover, 
told me a secret which he had long 
guarded carefully. Although his story 
sounded much like many other im- 
probable yarjw of the kind, I 
somewhat impressed witfi the idea 
that it was true. Briefly, it was) that 
in an old cave, the exact location of 
whic»~he described carefully, in the 
Sierra' Nevada mountains in Cala- 
veras county, Cab, there were tons 
upon tons> of pure quartz crystals, 
many of them of huge size. He gave 
me the name of the owner of the prop- 
erty in which the cave was — Capt. 
Mack' McSorlev, of Mokelumne hill 
—urging me to believe what he told 
Jtee and to investigate the contents of 
Wh^wonderftd cave. After spending 
im^rY months in studying the subject 
• of quartz crystals and in making in- 
quirit-s regarding the demand for 
^them and their market value, I decid- 
"jfid to try to discoverthe deposit. Hav- 
* ing located the cave, it was bought by 
a friend of mine, and I called on Tif- 
- fany & Co., which firm I knew to be 
interefcUsd in quartz crystals. Nat- 
urally they were a little incredulous 
■bout the existence of the cave, but 
they said that if my statements were 
true they would handleall the crystals 
I could send them. 

"Well, it took me seven months to 
open the cave, but when I saw the as- 
tounding mass of crystal it contained 
I considered myself well paid for my 
tifiie and labor. Last February I 
shipped 12 tons — an entire car load 
— of the sparkling stones to Tiffany & 
Co. Among these were some magnifi- 
cent specimens, but I hopetodiscover 
still finer ones- in the course of the 
present winter's work." 

There is now to be seen at Tiffany 
& Co.'s a crystal ball h\ inches in di- 
ameter, which was turned from one 
of the Calaveras county specimens*. It 
is flawless and as clear as distilled wa- 
ter, and is valued at $3,000. The ma- 
chinery for turning the balls is very 
expensive, and this fact, togetherwith 
the rariCy of crystals that will yield 
perfect balk of" large size, accounts 
for the high prices charged for them. 
It would be possible to produce much 
Inrger toil Is if occasional flaws were 
admitted, but when a perfect one is de- 
sired there is often a great deaL of 
waste in kbe cutting. The 5^-inch ball 
now at Tiffany'.* was originally 1\ 
inches in diameter, but, owing to the 
di^ojary of a small flaw, it had to 
L-J i t, down and turned to its present 
h'r/.v. The vaLut.' of the hall-' inc . r.

more than sevJn inches. Mr. Burl 
declares that if he could secure a cr 
tal which would turn a perfect t- 
inch ball such a sphere would sell for 
flfXOOO without any difficult}-.

DEATH OF BIG FOOT 



Indian Story of Early Times In 
Kentucky. 



The Little Rock, Ark., Gazette 
reports an interesting conversation 
with "Grandma" Finnell, who re- 
sides with her daughter, Mrs. Jno. 
M. Bracy in that city. She is over 
90 years of age and not a grey hair 
in her head, and can thread a fine 
needle without glasses. In the con- 
versation she told the story of how 
her maternal grandmother, Mrs. 
Capt. Gano, killed the Indian Chief. 
Big Foot, and successfully defended 
her cabin all night against the In- 
dians, thereby saving her own life, 
and the lives of her two little chil- 
dren. J 

Grandma Gano was the first set- 
tler at the big spring in what is 
now Georgetown, Scott county, Ky. 
One day Grandfather Gano, who 
had been a captian in the regular 
army under Gen. Ethan Allen, had 
to go back to the settlements after 
supplies. He left his wife and two 
little children in their log cabin. 
He had loaded and left with his 
wife four guns, as the woods were 
full of wild beasts and wild Indians 
and the nearest settlement was ten 
miles away and their nearest neigh- 
bor was six miles away. He cau- 
tioned his wife to stay with the two 
children inside of the cabin and 
keep the door barred until he re- 
turned the next day, as there was 
great danger of Indians or wild 
beasts, at any hour during the day 
or night. All day she kept watch, 
but saw nothing to alarm her until 
about dusk, when she discovered 
the skulking form of an Indian dart 
from behind one tree to the shelter 
of another tree, approaching the 
house. She at once lifted the trap 
door in the middle of the room and 
put her two children down into a 
little kind of a cellar made for the 
purpose, gave them a pan of bread 
and milk, told them the Indians 
were coming and not to make the 
least bit of noise. She shut 
down the trap door, and sa«v 
that the door was double burred, 
picked up a rifle and waited. 
Darkness came on but she never 
for a moment relaxed her vigilance 
Soon she heard a step approaching 
the door. Some one knocked and a 
gruff voice said: "Open door, me 
captain's friend.'' The brave 
woman made no answer, but peep- 
ing through the loopholes that were 
made in all the cabins of the pio- 
neers to shoot through, she saw in 
the starlight the forms of six In- 
dians around her door. The chief, 
standing nearest the door, again 
spoke. "Open door, white woman, 
me captain's friend, me come talk." 
Still no answer. He struck the 
door a fiecce blow with his hatchet, 
saying; "Me know captain gone. 
Open door or me burn house." Still 
no answer, but peeping through the 
portholes she saw the Indiansstrik- 
ing fire with their flints and steels 
and she realized the horrible fate 
in store for her and her little child- 
ren. Putting her rifle to the port- 
hole she took quick aim at the chief, 
pulled the trigger and sent a bul- 
let crashing through his breast. 
He fell without a groan, and the 
other Indians ran back and got be- 
hind the trees, from whence they 
kept up a desultory firing all 
night, the brave woman answering 
them shot for shot. At daylight the 
Indians disappeared, and soon 
thereafter Capt. Gano rode up. 
They discovered that the Indian 
that Grandma Gans had killed was 
the famous "Big Foot," the great- 
est fighter among all the Indians in 
Kentucky. They buried the great 
chief on the top of the bluff near the 
spring and when Grandma rinnell 
was a child they used to •care her 
by telling her that "Biy Foot" 
would come out of his grave every 
night at midnight and go down to 
the spring and groan and moan as 
if in great agony. So strong was 
this belief among the children there 
that they would notgo to the spring 
alone after dark. In fact, even the 
grown people were not entirely free 
from this superstition.

It is useless and leads to discords, and 
they prefer discords, though very 
often they could not toll you the dif- 
ference between one and the other. 
These partially musical people, who 
swarm like bees in the busy streets of 
London, like something tripping^ 
When a violinist suddenly plays piz- 
zicato they suddenly think him an ex- 
traordinary violinist. When a player 
by some trick makes his instrument 
sound like something that it is not 
— for instance, when a violinist pro- 
duces a tone like a harp by playing a 
natural harmonic note pizzicato, or a 
bassoon player produces a sound like 
an alderman asleep after a eity hall 
dinner by means that need not be de- 
scribed — they are enthusiastically de- 
lighted, and hastily acknowledge mu- 
to be the greatest of the arts. They 
dread a fugue more than pestilence, a 
piece of strict counterpoint more than 
famine. Talk not to them of subject 
and countersubject, of sequences and 
modulations, of exposition — which 
they connect with Paris and the next 
century — and of inversion.

The Diplomatic Lamruaite. 
Until the middle of the last century 
Latin was most commonly used in 
treaties and even in correspondence. 
Only nfter Louis XlV.'s victories did 
French come into vogue, but Leopold 11. 
of Austria protested against being ad- 
dressed by Louis XIV. in French, and 
the treaty of Lunevillc in 1801 was rati- 
fied In Latin. In the final net of the 
congress of Vienna it is expressly pro- 
vided that although the treaty is writ- 
ten in French that fact is not 1o be re- 
garded as creating a precedent. Can- 
ning directed our representatives 
abroad to commuuicate with foreign 
colleagues in Knglish, adding a trans- 
lation into the language of the person 
addressed. French undoubtedly pos- 
setses certain advantages for diplo- 
matic purposes, but its general adop- 
tion reata rather on the imperfect ac- 
quaintance, of most Frejiahmen with 
foreign tongues.
